It was when Attorney Darrow read from 
the report of the fiiperial duma of the tor. 
tures in the Baltic provinces that gasps went | 
up from those gathered te witness Rudo- 
witz’s fight for Hberty. 

“In the Baltic region simultaneously with 
the beginning of the operation of the punt- 
tive detachments,” Attorney Darrow read 
from the duma record, the most horrible 
toftures and eruelties came to be applied at 
the inquest, with the object‘of furnishing the 
administration necessary data for shooting 
prisoners suspected of connection vw ith the 
révoélutionary movement. 

“Such tortures and cruelties teached a 
fioyrishing state at the examinations held in 
Riga. <A special commission formed of po- 
lice and detectives was given the right to kil! 
politicd! offenders without trial or inquiry. 

“In the night of Jan. 13 and 14. 1906, the 
18 year old Laps, trom whom no confession 
could be obtained, was thrawn on. the floor, 
and one of the assistant police captains 
‘Jumped with his feet on the boy's chest and 
continued jumping until the chest bones and 
the ribs were broken. After that Laps, until 
he was shot, could take no nourishment. 


‘Beaten Till Flesh Falls okt. 
“ Strasdin, efter being thrown on the 
floor, was beaten on his calves until the 
feen began to fall off the bones.

GIRL ACCUSES WEALTHY MAN 


She Says He Disguised Self as 
Negro Woman to Attack Her. 


SHOTS FIRED AT SUSPECT. 


Many Mysteries Surround Case Now 
Being Tried in Georgia. 


William H. Mitchell, wealthy and related to 
a dozen of the most prominent families of 
Georgia, today was placed on trial on a 
charge of having attacked Miss Lucille Lin- 


ton. 


The girl was the firet witmess. She said 
that while she was alone in her home a man 
disguised as a negro woman came with a 
message that her brother in law had been 
injured at Moultrie, twenty-five miles away, 
and asking her to accompany the mes- 
Senger to the injured man’s side. After 
entering the buggy, she says, she was taken 
several miles and then attacked by her com- 
panion. She was rescued by a planter and 
the supposed negro took flight. 

Rays She Recognized Man. 

Miss Linton, however, declares she recog- 
nized her assailant as Mitcheil. She says also 
that she offered him her entire fortune of 
$200,000 if he would release her. 

On the night following the alleged attack 
Mitchell says an attempt was made to assas- 
sinate him as he was seated at home reading. 
The bullet, fired through a window, wounded 
him in both legs and hisright hand. Mitchell 
claimed to have grabbed up his rifle and to 


have exchanged shots with some person 
whom he could not see standing in the yard. 


Say They Found Disguise. 
‘Other witnesses called today told of the 


‘search for the assailant of Miss Mitchell. 


Near the place where the attack was made 
there is a well in which was found a bundle 
containing a skirt, a jacket, and other ar- 
ticles of wearing apparel. These are sup- 
posed to have formed the disguise of the 
man who attacked Miss Linton. 

The telegraph operator at Moultrie, from 
where the telegram signed T. F. Green, 
which had been used in luring Miss Linton 
from her home was sent, was a witness, 
The operator said the man sending the dis- 
patch was a stranger to her, but described 
him in a general way. It was found that 
Mitchell was actually in Moultrie at the 
time the telegram was sent, and, in fact, 
Mitchell admitted it himself, declaring that 
hé saw the man who sent the dispatch, but 
declining to explain his statement further.

Baptists Denounce the Support of 
Catholies for Public Place. 


FOES T0 AMERICAN IDEAS. 


Part of Religious Influence in Politics 


Is Defined. 


Philadeiphia, Pa., Nov. 30.—[{Spectal.}— 
The recent letter of President Roosevelt, 
which declared it was bigotry for any citizen 
to refuse to vote for a candidate for a po- 
litical office simply because he was a Catholic 
and that the presidency was open to any 
citizen, irrespective of religion, came in for 
sharp censure this afternoon at the con- 
ference of Baptist ministers. They adopted 
resolutions condemning it. 

The Rev. Charles F. Hahn of Chaddstord 
and the Rev. Theodore Heysham of Norris- 
town took exception to clauses of the reso- 
lutions because they said they attacked the 
president and their fellow citizens. 

“ This resolution impugns the moral char 
acter of every Catholic citizen of the coun- 
try.“ said the Rev. Mr. Heysham, when he 
protested against the clause which declared 
that every Catholic was bound to support 
the view of the pope that persecution was 
justifiable to suppress religious heresy. 


“Foe of American Liberty. 


The resolutions made an appeal to Cathalics 
by saying that the attitude of high officials 
ot the Cathelic church toward the school 
system, and the separation of church and 
state was unwise for the best interests of 
their own membership and hostile to the 


appeal to the great mass of Roman 
Catholic fellow citizens, whose intelligent 
loyalty we do not desire to question, to as- 
sert their right to think and act in harmony 
with the governmental ideas of our own 
country, instead of the un-American ideas 
of the old country,” was one of the clauses 
in the resolution. 

We are heartily in accord,” continues the 
resolution, with the chief magistrate as to 
the absolute separation of church and state, 
perfect freedom of conscience, distinction be- 
tween spiritual and secular spheres, and the 
impropriety of religious tests for civil office 
imposed by law. 


Mormons Included in Excoriation. 


„The same applies to adherents of the 
Mormon hierarchy or in any similar’ case, 
We respect the high office of president of the 
United States, but we dissent most earnest- 
ly from the statement that it is bigotry for 
American citizens to refuse to support a can- 
didate bound to support the policy of the 
Roémish church. 

„Just as we disapprove tests on the ground 
of religious beliefs, so equaily and strenuous- 
ly we maintain the inalienable right of every 
voter to cast his ballot according to the dic- 
tates of his own conscience and judgment, 
uncontrolled by any ecclesiastical power.

President Approves; Hitch Comes. 
Within a short time President Roosevelt 


- unofficially approved the proposals of the 


Japanese ambassador and asked him to con- 
sult with Seeretary Root and reduce the sug- 


gestions to writing. 


Then came the hitch, and it was a most un- 
expected one. At that time the Japanese 
minister of foreign affairs was Viscount Hay- 
ashi. He had negotiated two treaties with 
Great Britain, and probably did not like to see 
a new diplomatic triumph, especially when it 
was the work of Viscount Aoki, with whom 
he was not on friendly terms, to say the least. 
Before reducing bis proposals to writing 
in consultation with Secretary Root, Ambas- 
sador Aoki cabled an outline to his home gov- 
ernment. This was the opportunity for Hay- 
ashi. He mentioned the subject in a. casual 
way to Prince Ito, represented the negotia- 
tions as unimportant, and was told to pre- 
ceed ‘on that basis. A week after he bad 
cabled, Viscount Aoki was notified that his 


‘proposals were preposterous, and that he 


must not carry them further, The American 
ambassador at Tokio was promptly informed 
by Baron Hayashi of Aoki's humiliation, and 
information was at omce conveyed to the 
state department. 


Aoki Is Promptly Recalled. 
Ambassador Aoki, understanding the pub- 
lic sentiment here, urged the importance of 
the agreemem he was about to negotiate, 
for this he was promptly recalled and 

dor Takahira was directed to re- 
turn to the United States ae his successor. 
President Roosevelt and Secretary Root were 
compelled to believe that Aoki was out of 
touch with his own government, and the 
whole subject was dropped forthwith. 
Later on there came a financial crisis in 
Japan, as might have been expected follow- 
ing upon such a costly war. It resulted in 
the resignation of the Hayashi ministry and 
the return to power of Marquis Katsura, 
who had been at the helm curing the Rus- 
sian war. 

Katsura was a statesman, in addition to 
having been a schoolmate and friend of 
Aoki. He saw that if Japan hoped to re- 


} gain ite financial standing it was absolutely 


necessary to dispel all belief of belligerent 
intentions. That, be saw, was the only way to 
retstabiish credit in America and Europe, 
#6 ae to secure the money necessary for the 
further civilisation of the empire. It was 
Marquis Katsura who conceived the bril- 
Nant idea of welcoming the American fleet 
to Japan and giving it a reception there 
which would convince the world that the two 
Aoki’s Plan Again Taken Up. 
In the meanwhile, Viscount Aoki had told 
‘| the all powerful minister the story of his 
original proposals and how they had been 
knocked in the head by the unwise and 
jealous hostility of Hayashi. Katsura made 
an investigation ot the facts and concluded 
that the proposed agreement would cement 
the friendship between the two nations, and 
formally asked President Roosevelt and Sec- 
retary Root if they were willing to renew

As a matter of: course, ‘the and 
secretary of state were only too glad to be- 
gin again where they had left off. Today wit- 
nessed the culmination of the negotiations in

According to this showing, more patents 
have been issued to Chicagoans on gas ap- 
pliances than have been iesued to the citizens 
of any other five cities in the United States.

Army Officer’s Wife with Diplo- 
mat Who Hurt Negro? 


SHOT IN BACK, SAYS BLACK. 


Identity of Couple Withheld, Pending 
Injured Man’s Progress. 


Washington. D. C., Nov. 30.—[{Special.}— 
The Washington police department con- 
cerned itself today in a lively manner in an 
effort to ascertain the names of persons, sup- 
posed to be an attaché of one of the foreign 
legations and the wife of an officer of the 
United States army, who figured in the mys- 
terious shooting of William Sykes, a negro, 
Saturday night in a fashionable residence 
part of the city. 

The police disclose nothing and maintain 
that the identity of the well dressed couple 
haa not been learned. There is good au- 
thority for believing, however, that they are 
simply waiting definite information as to 
whether the negro will live, that the names of 
the couple he encountered on the street are 
known to the police, and that the investiga- 
tion will not go so far as to reach the public 
uniess the colored man dies. 


Negro Denies Attempt at Holdup. 

In certain quarters it is known positively 
who the people are. The fact that the man is 
attached to the diplometic corps and the 
woman is well and favorably known in the 
army has served to keep their names secret 
and their identity will remain undisclosed as 
long as no arrests are made. 

According to the stories of a colored woman 
who claims to have witnéssed the fracas 
Saturday night and other persons who saw a 
flurried couple enter the Portland apartment 
houge, both considerably excited and the 
man’s clothing disearranged and stained with 
blood, there must have heen a serious encoun- 
ter between the white and the negro. 


Says He Was Shot from Behind. 

“I asked a white man and woman standing 
at the corner the way to Four and One-half 
street, he said, and the man showed me 
which way to go.“ 

Sykes started east as the man had sug- 
gested, he adde, leaving Fifteenth and K 
streets about the time the man and woman 
started. He remembers that he staggered 
along as far as Vermont avenue, about forty 
yards from where he had stopped and made 
hie first inquiry. He stopped and asked the 
man again how to reach Four and One-half 
street. Then, he said, he walked a short 
distance ahead of the couple and was shot 
from behind.

DESERTED BY HER COUNSEL. 


Precautions to Keep Down the Paris 
Mob’s Violence. 


PARIS, Nov. 30.—Important results are ex- 
pected from the lengthy examination of Mme. 
Steinhell, which has been fixed for tomorrow 
and Wednesday, and the magistrate will de- 
cide from the evidence whether the “ recon- 
struction” of the crime in the presence of 
Mme. Steinheil will be necessary. 

Extraordinary precautions are being taken 
in view of a possible hostile demonstration. 
Mme. Steinhell will de brought to the court 
at an early hour and she will be kept hence- 
forth in the historic conciergerie. 


Woman's Counsel Gets Out. 

It was announced tonight that Mme. Stein- 
hell’s counsel, M. Aubin, will retire from the 
case. The reason given for this is that he 
took the case prior to the criminal indict- 
ment, but that he now prefers to turn itover 
to a special Assize court advocate, as he is 
not versed in that class of work. 

M. Ogier, director of the laboratory of 
toxicology, has begun an analysis of the 
glasses found in the Steinheil residence after 
the crime. His lahor will require one week. 
He is not hopeful of the result, believing that 
the glasses were either washed after the last 
meal of the Steinheil family, or, if narcotics 
were used in them, all traces have since 
evaporated or been absorbed. 


Faure Murder Charges Repeated. 

The Libre Parole, an anti-Semitic journal, 
is still keeping up the ory that President 
Felix Faure, who died in this city in 1890, 
was the victim of a political murder be- 
cause he intended to refuse the request for 
a retrial of the Dreyfus case. 

It claims now that Adolphe Steinheil, who 
was found dead in his residence in Paris 


last May, was murdered with the conniy- 
ance of his wife and the political police 
The object of the crime was to obtain pos- 
session of certain lettere written by M. 
Faure which, the paper alleges, compromise 
men now active in public life, 


Says Steinheil Wanted Money. 

Continuing, the Ldbre Parole Says that 
Steinheil was fully con his wife's 
manner of life, and that he had possession of 
papers for which he demanded $200,000. 

This sum wes considered exorbitant by 
those finplicated, and consequently an ar- 
rangement was perfected with Mme. Stein- 
heil to rob the hwuse, she to take advantage 
of the ogoasion to rid herself of her hus- 
band. 

The paper gives the name of the detective 
who, it alleges, directed the operation, and 
it declares that the name of the actual as- 
sassin has been disclosed by Mariette Wolff, 
who wee a cook in the service of Mme. Stein- 
heil. No documents; however, were found 
ae Steinheil had confided them to the keep- 
ing of a friend. The whole house was ran- 
sacked, only to find that the papers had been 
removed to Switzerland.
